Detailed Description of the New 
City Building. 


TO BE READY FOR OCCUPANCY JUNE 1- 


The New Police Office, Jail, Engine House, 
Mayor’s Court, Council Chamber, Ktc. 
—A Creditable Structure. 


The new city building on Second 
street is rapidly.nearing completion, 
and is promised to be turned over to the 
city by or before June Ist. It is the 
handsome tail of a dog yet to be— 
namely, the huge building for city pur- 
poses designed to occupy the whole 
spacious northwest corner of Spring 
and Second streets. The edifice is so 
nearly done — all but the finishing 
touches—that it shows up what it will 
be almost as well as if the last coat of 
varnish had been» put on. So far as can 
be seen, the work has been done upon 
honor, substantially and well. The 
Councilmen who went over to visit it, 
after Thursday’s called meeting, ex- 
pressed themselves as gratified with its 
appearance and arrangement, and 


thought a handsome job had been done 
for the cost—about $20,100. ‘The ar- 
chitect is R. B. Young, and the con- 
tractor J. D. Campbell. 

A reporter made a thorough 
tour of the building yesterday, with Mr. 
Campbell. 
yr. The building has a frontage of 61 feet 
on Second street, and runs back 120 
feet. The front ‘is of light-colored 
pressed brick, with San Gabriel granite 
trimmings, and galvanized iron cornices 
painted brown. From the artificial 
stone sidewalk to the crest of the man- 
sard is 42 feet. Over the main front isa 
25-foot tower with belfry, and on its top 
a 22-foot flagstaff. 

The eastern front room is the 

POLICE OFFICE, 

25x50 feet, and with an 18-foot ceiling. 

It has 12-foot windows, a solid floor of 
rlarge black and white tiles, and a four- 
foot panel wainscoting of redwood 
which will be grained in imitation of 
oak. It hasa marble wash-stand. The 
private office of the Chief of Police 
opens from the east side of this apart- 
ment. Its floor and finish are similar, 
and its dimensions 34x9 feet. At 
its back end is a large 
fire-proof vault, 5x7 inside dimensions, 
built into the wall. Both rooms have 
fire-places. Back of the Chief’s office, 
and opening also from the main room, 
is a 10x6 coat-room; and back of this 
again the jailor’s room, 9x16 feet. Be- 
hind this is a passage leading to a door 
that will communicate with the future 
main building. At the rear of the po- 
lice office two doors open directly into 
the corridors of 

THE CITY JAIL. 

One leads by a short passage to the jail 
kitchen, a solid apartment, 16x13, with 
the necessary water and other connec- 
tions. The entire jail is built of two- 
foot walls of sandstone, finished over 
with block cement in _ imitation of 
dressed stone. The floors are all of 
Every room and corridor has 
sewer connections, and thus the floors 
can be conveniently flushed with water 
from hose and be perfectly drained at 


once. The second door from 
the police office opens into 
the main corridor of the 
jail. This corridor is 40 feet long and 


6 feet wide, roofed with corrugated iron 
and lighted by a large, iron-lined sky- 
light. Immediately upon entering is 
found a door on the left leading into the 
special corridor. This contains three 
cells for the most dangerous criminals. 
The first has inside its two-foot stone 
walls a lining of riveted and over- 
lapping boiler iron. Over the door is 
an 18-inch window, with heavy iron 
bars outside of a sheet of perforated 
boiler iron. The dimensions of the 
cell are 7x10. The other two cells are 
of the same size, but not iron-clad 
inside. The next door on the main 
corridor opens into the 4x8 ‘‘cooler.”’ 
The roof and walls of this cell are sup- 
plied with two rows of perforated pipe, 
through which very refractory pris- 
oners can be treated to a shower-bath. 
Next comes a 4x7 cell; and next 
again the corral for drunks 
and lodgers. This room is 18x34 feet, 
well lighted by three barred windows 
and a large barred skylight, and has 
nine beds. Across the corridor is the 
women’s room, 9x16 feet, with one win- 


| dow and a skylight. The corridor opens 


behind into the jail-yard, 20x60 feet, 
surrounded by a 12-foot stone and brick 
wall, and with a large arched gateway 
for wagons. There is also -a 10x12 
store-room opening from the yard. This 
will contain appliances for wash- 
ing the wounded. The entire jail 

40x60 feet, one story. Its 
are all of perforated 
boiler iron with heavy frames, and two 
big padlocks apiece, Every cell has a 
watercloset, and the corral two. Each 
cell has sufficient light, good ventila- 
tion, admirable drainage, and folding 
iron bedsteads attached to the wall. 
From the main corridor also opens a 
special door through which prisoners 
can be taken up-stairs to the Mayor’s 
court. The entire jail will be a credit 
to the city. 

The next entrance west of the police 
station is to the main staircase, bya 
hall six feet wide. There are also two 
side doors, one opening into the room 
which occupies the lower main front— 

THE ENGINE HOUSE. 

A good many have wondered that 
such a use should be put to the main 
part of the edifice: The stable depart- 
ment does loom up pretty strongly now; 
but it must be remembered’ that the 
present building is but the appendage 
of a future structure two or three times 
as large—which it is hoped will be 
built within a couple of years—and that 
then.the engine house will not look so 
obtrusive. 
feet, 18-foot ceiling, roofed with corru- 
gated iron, and has a cement floor with 
turn-table in the center. To the left of 
the 20-foot arched entrance, and open- 
ing from the engine room, isthe private 
office of the Chief Engineer, 9x11 feet, 
with grate and washbowil. - The 
engine room is finished in a 6-foot 
wainscoting of alternate redwood 
and sapling pine. It has two 6x10 al- 
coves for the firemen’s bunks; closets, 
washstands and water-closets, and in 
the rear four roomy stalls, a wash-rack 
and manure room. At the rear is a 
staircase leading to a balcony over the 
stalls. This communicates with a 13x16 
hay-lof{t, and bya flight of six steps 
with two rooms, fifteen feet square, for 
the use of the firemen. These rooms 

are well lighted, and have a washroom 
and two water-closets at hand. A cir- 


from the upper rooms to the engine- 
house floor. A polished hardwood pole 
will run down the center of this, so that 
the firemen can slide down without 
waiting to go around by the stairs. 

Over the engine-room is 

MAYOR’S COURTROOM, 
34x40 feet, 18-foot ceiling, with three 
10-foot windows and a door leading to 
the front balcony, whence the city 
Solons may. harangue gathered multi- 
tudes. This apartment, like the others, 
has a fire-grate, and a four-foot panel 
wainscoting of grained redwood. A 
door opens from it eastwardly into 
the 
MAYOR’S PRIVATE OFFICE, 

a front room 9x18 feet, with two 
windows, water and ‘closet. 
turn opens eastwardly into the 
COUNCIL CHAMBER, 
a pleasant but rather small room 25x40 
feet, lighted by three 10-foot front win- 
dows and a large central akylight. 
There is some talk among the Council- 
men of giving this room to the Mayor’s 
Court, and taking the larger hall, before 
mentioned, for Council. 
The windows of the building are sup- 
lied with Venetian. blinds, and the 
upper floors are of hard pine. The 
rooms are high, well-lighted and con- 
veniently arranged. The main stair- 
case leads directly frem Second street to 
the Council Chamber and Mayor's 
court-room, which will also be 
reached from the future main building. 
The large safe-deposit vault for that 
\building is already built into the east- 
ern wall of the present edifice. A cor- 
rugated irom awning will shade the 
front of the present building.
